She advised that Mrs. NELLIE ZACK enjoyed a favorable reputa¬ 
tion in the community although Mr. ISAAC ZACK, her husband, was not very 
highly r egarded because of his treatment of his wife, NELLIE ZACK, and their 
children.

Mrs. EITTHER also advised that she had known Mr. and Mrs.

During the course of this time, she had had consider¬ 
able contact with the STOWL family, especially Mrs. DORA>§TOWL. Mrs. BITTNER 
stated that Mrs. STOWL has always been regarded in the community as a neurotic 
individual who was frequently prone to hysterics. She added that Mrs. STOWL 
is looked upon in the community as an honest, patriotic individual who was 
occasionally prone to making statements that were very amusing to her neigh¬ 
bors. 


Mrs. BITTNER stated that Mrs. DORA STOWL is "always good for 
alaugh."

AVALON, Calif., April 3—(UP)—The navy threw a 
shroud of secrecy Monday around its search for a mysterious 
submarine reported sighted in the vicinity where a con¬ 
victed traitor disappeared in the Pacific ocean.

Donay was convicted in 1943 as 
a traitor for aiding Hans Peter 
Krug, an escaped Nazi prisoner of 
war. He was released last year 
after serving six and a half years 
in federal prison. 

Donay rented the boat here Sun¬ 
day and told boathouse attenants 
he would be back in an hour be¬ 
fore piloting it out of Catalina is¬ 
land harbor. 

The boat was found floating 
adrift 10 hours later in the open !' 


Five hours and 20 minutes aft-! 
er the motorboat was found, the 
coast guardsmen reported sighting 
thfc submarine. 

Avalon police said the man 
identinfied as Donay had pur- 
chmased 10 feet of galvanized 
chain, 10 spools of soft soldering 
wire and a pair of pliers before he 
letf the harbor. 

Naval intelligence officers re¬ 
fused to talk about the reported 
submarine and made no attempt 
publicily to link it with Donay’s 
disappearance. 

Homicide officers listed Donay 
simply as a missing person and 
possible suicide. 

A Navy airplane criss-crossed 
the are’ methodically in search for 
the unidentified craft Sunday un¬ 
til fog forced it to return to its 
base. An officer said merely that 
results were “negative.” 

Civilian authorities also 
launched a search for Donay’s 
body. 

It was reported that naval in¬ 
telligence officers were investi¬ 
gating the possibility that some¬ 
one could have landed on the 
mainland from the sub. 

The Navy did not confirm this 
report however. 

The Los Angeles FBI office said 
it had not been notified officially 
about the submarine but would 
investigate if there were any in¬ 
dications of sabotage similar to 
the wartime incidents when Ger¬ 
man saboteurs landed on the east 
coast via submarine. 

Donay was identified as the 
man who went out in the motor- 
boat by papers in a wallet he , 
left with attendants. _ , 

Constable Kern McDavid said j 
that when found, the boat’s run- , 
ning lights were on but the igni- - 
tion was turned off. Donay’s 
clothes were packed in a small 
zippered bag.

^reference is made to bulet dated 12-15-48, addressed to Mr. HARRI 
STER LINgj^RAP»Xj 2750a Lafayette Ave., St. Louis, Mo., to which an addendum 
was attached directing this xrffice to interview Mr. RANEY concerning his re¬ 
port that he believed ADOLPH~HITLER was in St. Louis. In accordance with 
Bureau instructions, Mr. RANEY was immediately contacted by telephone and an 
interview requested. Due to the nature of Mr. RANEY’S employment, it was not 
possible to interview him at his home until January 13, 1949. At that time, 

Mr. RANEY advised that he has known a man, named JOHN KRAUSE, for about two 
years and that KRAUSE has taken over the management or ownership of the build¬ 
ing where RANEY resides, and has been attempting to evict RANEY from his living 
quarters on the second floor. RANEY has developed an intense dislike for KRAUSE 
and presently sends his monthly rent check to KRAUSE by registered mail, return 
receipt requested, although KRAUSE resides immediately below RANEY. 

According to RANEY, KRAUSE operates Omar’s Confectionery at 2750 Lafayette 
Ave. and also operates another place of business someplace on South Broadway, St. 
Louis. RANEY had-no other reason for thinking that KRAUSE is ADOLPH HITLERaexcept j • 
that KRAUSE is German, speaks with a definite German accent and refused ±o <Asll j 14 
RANEY his life's history.

Preliminary inquiry made to determine who KRAUSE is has resulted in very I 
little information of value. Local credit bureaus have no information on him, 
and St. Louis Police files contain only records of minor arrests for peace dis¬ 
turbance, etc. A check of 1948 Missouri Licanse plate No. 61D-571, noted in front 
of 2750 Lafayette Ave. disclosed it was issued to JOHN KRAUSE, 4810 Weber Road, 

St. Louis Co., Mo. Police Officer JOSEPH 0M0HUNDR0, beat patrolman in the area of 
KRAUSE's confectionery business, advised that KRAUSE speaks with a definite German 
accent, and is described as about sixty-three years of age, five ft. seven inches, 
one-hundred and seventy lbs., stocky build, grey hair, partly bald, wears glasses. 

The files of the St. Louis office contained no information concerning KRAUSE. 

Confidential Informant SL (R a reliable German Informant, advised that 
he has never heard of KRAUSE, but has volunteered to become acquainted with KRAUSE 
by making purchases at KRAUSE's place of business. Informant speaks fluent German 
and will be able to gain the confidence of KRAUSE because of their mutual interest^ 
in Germany. No active investigation is being made in this matter since it is y 1 
apparent that Mr. RANEY reported KRAUSE chiefly because of his intense dislike 
for KRAUSE, and not because of any real evidence indicating that KRAUSE is actually 
ADOLPH HITIER. If Informant SL reports any information of value, the Bureau will 
be advised; otherwise, the case will be closed by this office. -

New York, Jan. 25.—(AP)—Seized 
by immigration agents and facing an 
exclusion hearing, German pianist 
Walter Gieseking cancelled a pro¬ 
tested American concert tour and 
was leaving the U.S. voluntarily to¬ 
day.

A number of Jewish groups and 
others had protested Gieseking’s ad¬ 
mission to the country because he 
played before Hitler and performed 
in Germany throughout the Nazi 
regime. The pianist denied he ever 
was a Nazi.

Concerning Person possiblyidentical with ADOLPH HITLER 

On April 26, 1948, a Special Agent attached to the Detroit Office inter¬ 
viewed Mr. and Mrs. JOSEPH C/ HERMAN, 3037 Monterey Street, Detroit, Michi¬ 
gan, at the request of Mr. HERMAN who had previously communicated with the 
Detroit Office by telephone. HERMAN, a produce broker, operating the North 
American Berry Produce Company, which he conducts from his home address in 
Detroit, stated that from August 8 to August 17, 1946, he and his wife 
resided at Hotel Chicoutimi, Chicoutimi, Province of Quebec, which he described 
as being a very isolated and remote section of the province. On the first 
day of their arrival they were dumbfounded by the appearance of a man in 
the hotel lobby who appeared identical in every respect with ADOLPH HITLER. 

This unknown person was described as 5*10-1/2" to 11" and weighing 185 to 
190 pounds. There was no attempt at disguise. During their short period 
of residence they never saw this unknown person in company of other people 
except after 11 p.m. in the evening when four or five other visitors and 
the unknown individual would play chess in the lobby. 

HERMAN further advised that the suspicions ©f his wife and himself were 
intensified by the following enumerated peculiar circumstances: 

1. While no concrete evidence existed the HERMANS felt that they were being 
spied upon and information as to their activities was being obtained by 
the unknown person. 

2. Upon their arrival they encountered an American colonel and his family 
consisting of his wife and two children. They were struck by the apparent 
newness of the colonel's uniform which had the appearance of never 
having been worn before and by the distinct European dress of his wife

3. The apparent effort of several other men in the community to groom their 
hair and mustaches to form the general appearance similar with ADOLPH 
HITLER. It was felt by the HERMANS that this was an effort to divert 
suspicion from the individual whom they encountered at the hotel. 

4. Upon returning to that section of Canada in 1947 the HERMANS found no 

evidence of their original suspect nor did any of the local residents discuss 
him. In addition, those people whom they recall as grooming themselves 
similar to HITLER had in the meantime changed their looks. r „

HERMAN indicated that he would be glad to cooperate with 
the Bureau in any way that it may so see fit.

At 4:30 pm today, I called SAC McSwain in Chicago in accord 
with your instructions with reference to the memorandum of February 28, 1948, 
relating to the identification of a passenger on the above-described train as 
being Adolf Hitler. 

Mr. McSwain stated that this was washed out; that two Special Agents, 

W* L. Ryan and M. E. Gahlon, had got on the train and had closely observed the 
person in question and his woman companion. It was so obvious to the Agents 
that this person was not Adolf Hitler that they did not make a positive determinatioi 
of his identity, feeling that it would possibly create a situation causing absurd 
publicity. He stated that the person in question was not more than 42; that instead 
of a foreign accent, he had a very pronounced southern accent; he wore a brown 
mustache; and his general appearance and over-all description precluded any 
possibility of his being identical with Adolf Hitler. The woman accompanying him, 
who had previously been stated to be 41 years old, in the opinion of Agents Ryan 
and Gahlon, could not have been more than 22 or 23. She was much younger than 
her reported description and she had no foreign accent whatever.

involved had spent most of the day in the club car which was not checked by 
Chief BERGEN.

WHEREABOUTS OF ADOLPH HITLER 
MISCELLANEOUS 


Recently while SA THEODORE B. PEACOCK was conducting 
an investigation concerning another matter at Rome, Georgia, 

Mr. E. E^KtORRIS, lUl£> Maple Street, Rome, Georgia, furnished 
the following information. Mr. MORRIS stated that he served 
with the Army in Germany after the close of hostilities and 
around Christinas of 1 9k$ he was in a village of Schwindigg 
which is located near Muhlplorf. While in company with a Ger¬ 
man girl by the name of *»f>EPPY", last name unknown, he visited 
a tourist home at Schwindigg whose owner was a member of the 
Nazi party and exhibited his membership certificate. This 
individual stated that the information concerning HITLER being 
dead is entirely erroneous and that HITLER was nearby Schwindigg. 
Mr. MORRIS continued that later in the evening he and “PEPPY" 
went to a tavern about one and a half to two miles from Schwin¬ 
digg in the direction of a range of mountains. While at this 
tavern, he engaged in conversation with several Germans and 
although they were drinking, at least two or three of them 
remarked to him that HITLER was not dead but was nearby. 

MORRIS advised that the area near Schwindigg is very 
mountainous and of a rou^i terrain and that his opinion is 
that a person would be able to hide out in that area indefi¬ 
nitely with a certain amount of help from persons nearby.

REPORT 

1. Introduction 

Rumors that HITLER was given doses of no i son after HOESLL he Crane 
his personal physician in 1936 have often been in circulation. From 1944 
on, members of HITLER* s entourage holioved th»t HITL 7 was being poisoned 
by LOBBLL* 

A nunher of investigations have determined that the story that 
HITLER was being poisoned, originated with Er GILSIRG, who net HITLER on 
22 July 1944, shortly after the attempt to assassinate HITLER, (GlLSIrG 
became a member of HITLER 1 s entourage and remained until 7 October 1944, 
during which period he made examinations of HITLER 1 s ears* left maxillary 
cavity* and larynx to ascertain whether HITLER had suffered serious 
injury when he was blown fron his bunker on 20 July 1944. GIESIFG also 
made two physical and neurological examinations of HITLER* one on 38 
August 1944 and the other on 3 October 1944.) 

On the whole, GI^SIHG's reliability is questionable , especially 
as some of his statements have been proved incorrect, in particular one 
to the effect that it was HQRSLL who initiated the formerly ''healthy 11 
HITLER into the constant and absurd use of injections. In contradiction* 
Minister I-SIS SEER, has stated that HITLER was alwa^rs in poor health and 
that he suffered fron lack of sleep and from, continuous fatigue, and 
that HITLER benefited noticeably from the injections given by uOR.LL. 

(See Annex IV, paragraph 6). GISSIHG averred that he had "fifty—five talks 
with HITLER on different topics." (See OI-SR/35, page 10.) But this claim 
is scarcely supportable, judging by the length of tine he knew HITL--R* 
GILSIFG also says that he asked HITLER to tell him. the reasons for the 
STALIrGRAD disaster. (See OI-SR/36, page 18.) In view of the general 
situation at the tine, it is hardlv likely that- HI TIL R had the tine or 
inclination to discuss this with GIESIFG, 

Dr RQBKER, who for many years knew both HITLER and uORLLL 
personally, testified that the first treatment by GRILL, which lasted 
for one year and a half, was a liutaflore cure discovered by Er IliSSlA 
of FREI3URG, Breisgau. This curt: was meant to regenerate the necessary 
communis Coli bacilli in the large intestine. The fact that Hi-LER* s 
indigestion and gastric disturbances ended,led HITLER to trust completely 
in KORSLL’s skill. (See innex III, paragraph 2.) 

In September 1944, GILSIHG told Dr Hurl 3RAHDT, HITLER 1 s c 
physician* that HITLER took four to eight pills of a medicine' containing 
strychnine, and that these pills had been given to LUGE- (HITLER*s valet) 
by HOBELL, (CGPWS 32/DI-17, 30 June 1945;) 

BRAiTDT did not check to find out whether the statement was correct, 
but took the story to HITLER, who, though he trusted uOR-LL complete ly, 
had the anti-gas pills examined by Prof DRUCEESY of the Pharmacological 
Institute in BERIIB. The findings of the examination were not known until 
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"Yesterday, I was very much disturbed when I thought of the 
actions of BRaHDT, I had learned from the Fuehrer that BFAFDT 
had not lone from ne to see hin, but on the contrary, that 

BIUHDT had cone from the Fuehrer to a me ITqv I ha - ' 7 © to 
assume that 3BAHDT intended to get rid of me because I an the 
only one ;who does not truckle to him Ik remarks of 3BAFDT, 
during his conversations with ne, have- assumed quite a different 
rwaning.

2. to.3^Jijidings.Jffi..IS.authorities end Investigators 

a. 3y January 1947, an almost conplete list of the medicines 
used by I©3BiL during treatment of HITIS?. had been compiled by US autho¬ 
rities. This list was submitted at the end of January to three German 
scientists; Prof Dr Felix HaFFKL?, chief of the Pharmacological Institute 
of TUSBINGM University; Prof Dr Konrad 2BX7ST, chief of the Hospital for 

Feurastbenia,TUEBIFG^H University; and Dr Theodor BZT T Z3TG£B, K753ST3I1T, 

Kreis lluertingen. On 33 April 1S47, these throe scientists signed a. written 
statement to the effect that from the existing files of information 
nothing could be found to point to the possibility that HI TIBS. had. often 
received narcotics. Among the medicines known to hry-a V. : 'drdnisc-erod 

to HITI5E, neither morphine, cocaine, nor pervitin'" _ _ : ••iored on 

the lists or records in -any great amounts. The scientists also' stated 
that none of the medical reports submitted to then and examined contained 
any hint that large amounts of narcotic drugs had been administered to 
HITISB, (See Annex II.) 

b. To check on the findings of Prof D7.UCI2BY, to whom, by order of 
HITL-E, drugs used by i'-iOBALL had been submitted for examination, Prof Dr 
iEUBl-eB of the Pharmacological Institute of BDBLIF University was con¬ 
tacted on 2 July 1947. HEUB2GB stated that the pill.s, known as Dr KOBSEB's 
anti-gas pills, were quite harmless. He refute d the. idea that the nills 
could have a toxic effect if taken for a long period of time .and ,-in the 
quantities which EITIBB is supposed, to have consumed. . Thereafter, it 

was not deemed necessary to contact Prof DEUCK33Y, who, it was discovered, 
is living at HaifELBUBG- near KISSIl’GBF. 


c. To ascertain whether drugs or narcotics had-been administered to 
HITIBB, the following persons were contacted during the period June to July 
1947; Prof Dr LIFZ'of the Opium Section, Dept of Public Health, 3S7.LI1T; 

Prof HUDLI3B-.B3SS of the Institute for hedical Jurisprudence, SBBDIF 
University; Herr JUFG-lTICKSl, officer of the Criminal Police, Farcotics 
Department, E7LI!"; and Herr JOHST, pharmacist and owner of the Dngel 
Apotheke in BEBLIF* (The Dngel Apotheke used to furnish all the medicines 
for HITJjSB 1 s headquarters.) 

Prof LIFZ strongly repudiated the idea that any narcotics had 
been delivered to HITIBB's headauarters, except in negligible amounts. 
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LIFZ was well aware that KOB-LL was in a position to obtain narcotics 
through unofficial channels, especially through the SS. LIBZ also knew 
that MOBkLL’s female secretary was a morphine addict and that she had 
forget UOSSLi 1 s name on prescriptions in order to obtain morphine. To 
the best of LIFZ 1 knowledge, KOPBLL was not involved in this natter, 

■nor rtid LIFE consider M0S3IL a morphine addict. 

jjfflELIEB-HBSS, JUXTGlvTICZEL, and JOHST, on the other hand, 
contended that it was possible and even probable that narcotics had been 
administered to HI USB, They were unable, however, to give any factual 
evidence, to support this contention* The three men also stated that the 
amount of narcotics which night possibly have been administered would 
not have been of great influence on the actions of a personality already 
abnormal. 



In connection with the findings and beliefs of the men mentioned 
in the two preceding paragraphs. Dr BODIED has stated his belief that the 
medicines applied by i'lOEEijL _ those containing dextrosej vitamins, hormones, 
and antt-gafi ingredients - were quite harmless. BOEM-E is also of the 
opinion that the constant application of these strongth-giving medicines 
nay be detrimental to health in the long run, eten though this belief 
has not been proved by nodical -scientists. The drugs night have prematurely 
exhausted, the reserves of mental and physical strength which everyone 
possesses to some degree, and this exhaustion nay have produced the "inner 
senility 11 which did not become apparent in HITIEB until very late, (See 
Annex III, paragraph 3.) 

d. To ascertain whether sleeping potions in largo quantities 
had "been adninistered to HITIEB, M0B2LL was interrogated in June 1947* 

Being afraid to incriminate himself in any way and taking advantage of 
the fact that he was very sick at the tine of interrogation, iiOZblL pro¬ 
tended, that he could not remember much. However, he stated that HITIEB 
had ribver been given sleeping.motions in abnormal amounts. 

There is no reason to doubt this statement, although FOSSIL 
was one of the most loathsome figures in the group surrounding HITIEB, 
his personality being such as to lend credence to'any rumors that ho 
was poisoning HI TIE B. Prof BtfSMEB characterise* HOPE LI as a person who 
thought of money only and who'unscrupulously exploited his position with 
HITIE-- in order to establish a, monopoly for manufacturing .certain medicines 
in his own laboratories. EOEKEB, as well as most of the other people' 
who knew HOBELL personally, is of the opinion that if paid sufficiently 
by the enemies of HI TILE, iiOEELL might have undertaken to poison KITIEB. 

(See Annex HI, paragraph 7.) 




3 » gas-sible Explanati on for Deterioration in HITIEB } s Health 


The most plausible explanation for the deterioration in HKLEE 1 s 
health rests in the fact that HITLEF. was under physical stress for a 
number of years. He suffered from lack of sleep and from fatigue, his 
diet was monotonously the same, and his personality might already have 
been abnormal as a result of hereditary traits. The three TU3BIFGBH 
scientists mentioned in the foregoing pages are agreed that these factors 
could have brought about the impairment in HITIEB's health. 


HOXEER, who last saw HI TIE?, in February 1945 , noticed no change 
in KITIEB'g manner at the time. He states that HlTIB’s posture was stooped 
and that he had Palsy of the hands (actually, KITIEB had Palsy of the 
left hand end the left foot only). However, SOUSE is of'the opinion 
that a psychological change did take place in HI TUB as an outcome of the 
conflict which had grown out of two opposing forces within him: one 
arising from the knowledge gained from the STELIEGBAD campaign, that the 
war was lost, that to continue the war was a crime, end that it was his duty 
to eliminate himself; the other force arising from his stubborn disinclina¬ 
tion to .acknowledge these facts and from his gambler's hope that luck would 
change for the better, (See Annex III, paragraph 4.) 
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According to ROEiER, the "exaggerations* cramps, and cruelties" 
laSt y® Ars were ** *®aaati©n of HIKER'S fed eons die nee. (However, 
EOEHEE seems to have forgotten that all these exaggerations and cruelties 
were manifested by HIKER ever since he came into power and even before.) 


Minister SCHMIDT speaks of HIKER as a "split, personality"; Gen 
GUBciRiAlT found HlUjSR a man of great capabilities, hut suffering from 
some form of insanity and the-palsy r^hich had developed after the 30 July 
1944 attempt on HIKES’s life* (According to BEAK)? and other sources, 
the palsy.had been obvious in HIKES since 1943 and, after the 20 July 
1944 affair, had disappeared completely for many weeks,) 


Abnormal hereditary traits in HIKER had'been found or suspected 
for a long time by many who were no followers of his. In a lecture on 
hysterics, Prof WILLHAHliS of HoIDeLBERG University referred in 1932 to 
HIKES's blindness in World War I as an outstanding instance of pure 
hysteria, since the army medical files indicated that HIKER had then only 
imagined that he had lost his-eye sight. (Expre ssing this belief cost 
WIL IJUfe r his position when HIKER came into power.) The army medical file 
on HITLER disappeared some time after 1933. MORSEL complained that he was 
unable to find any records which could throw light on EIKER's case history 
and that HIKER was completely unwilling to provide any information about 
his own medical history, 

G3ESIEG- reported that HIKER told him after 20 July 1944 that 
his hearing was better, that voices and noises were louder, and that he 
was reminded of a phenomenon which he had experienced at the age of 
thirteen or fourteen for about three months. HIKER related that in 
school the teacher's voice would become very loud and resounding all 
of a sudden, seemingly ten times as loud,, and that the teacher's head 
would seem to grow bigger and bigger and move toward him. When HIKER 
turned his eyes away from the teacher, the cupboard and the blackboard 
appealed to be crooked and leaning over.. At ■ such moments, he would be¬ 
come anxious, pressure would grow in his head, and he would hear a ham; 
in a few moments, everything would become normal again. HIKER added that 
this happened even in classes where his work had been well prepared, . 

GILSIFG says that he explained these phenoraens to HIKER as slight 
disturbances connected with puberty, and that he did not tell HI TIER . 
anything about the psychiatric significance of the phenomena,* 


By chance, the investigators met at 7707 ECIC a German by name of 
SCHLAPP, noW over seventy years old', and employed as a locksmith at 7707 
ECIC* SCHLAPP* who had been a sergeant in the same company with HIKER 
for two years during World War ij related that HIKER had, always* beep 
considered "nuts" % the otter men of the comoanv and thai HIKER used 
to isolate himself in a corner and "brood and mum ole to himself (speku— 
lieren). 


conclusions 


The following conclusions have been drawn on the'basis of an examina¬ 
tion of all reports on HIKER, including *te findir-a 
and - on a study of the minutes kept at conicrences 1 
members of his entourage: 



1. The rumors that BIKER was poisoned by H0PELL have no foundation 
in fact. On the contrary, the Hutaflorc cure used by H0RELL improved 
HIKEE's health considerably.' The nedicineg later administered to HIKER 
wore harmless. It is open to debate whether continual use of these medi¬ 
cines might have contributed to the impairment of HIKER* s health. 


* Symptomatic of schizophrenia.' Palsy of left hand and left foot is 
strongly characteristic of Parkinson's disease. . 


REiTRfr TED 
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2 . hOEBLL's reputation was such that others might easily suspect 
him of poisoning HITEB. 


3. The story that HITEE was being poisoned originated from a 
single source, Dr GESIHG, and it seems to follow that this was part of 
an attempt to get rid of HOBBLE 


4. Bevival of the poisoning story was a good way to stimulate 
a new stab-in-the_back legend. 

5. Psychologically, there seems to have been no change in HITEB 
at all because he was physically sick from the beginning. Any ran id physi¬ 
cal deterioration in the state of HI HUB' s health had its roots in psycho¬ 
logical abnormalities which were either inherited or present from ap 
early age.^ As HOIS'LL- mentions in his diary, the tremendous excitements to 
which HITLtiE was subjected could have acted as catalysts in hastening de¬ 
terioration. It seems probable that HI TILE was suffering from Parkinson's 
disease and schizophrenia. 

BUCOAhiLEIIOFS 

It is suggested that efforts be made to question those who might 
have^witnessed manifestations of the abnormal hereditary traits in 
HIHaE which point to Parkinson's disease and schizophrenia, or who have 
knowledge concerning these abnormal traits in HI TEE. This would entail 
also questioning those who were in contact with him during earlier stages 
in his life.

"Theodor M0R3LL ,the physician's stated, is the culprit. He does not aim 
at a sudden death. Instead, he makes the- Fuehrer wear away slowly. For 
two years, HORELL has been applying pills knwon as Dr HESTER's pills, in 
amounts which must be leth-1 in the long run. Dr GIL3IIG discovered the 
medicine in a bin of LI1TGS (HITTER 1 s valet) and, aghast, informed BEAM'DT 
of his findings. They agreed that H0B2LL intended to poison HITTER slowly." 

The ca.se of Dr HORELL shows that the Fazi tyranny was rotten all the 
way up and corrupted by crimes and distrust. The ghosts summoned by 
HITLER have finally done away with him.

REPORT PIT POSSIBLE USE OF NARCOTICS BY HITLER 


(The following is a translation of a report made on 23 April 1947 
"by three German scientists and submitted to US authorities. The scientists 
were Hr Felix HAFT US?., chief of the Pharmacological Institute at TUEBINGEN 
University; Dr Konrad ERNST, chief of the Hospital fof Neurasthenia, 

TUEBINGEN University; and Dr Theodor BEN ZINGER of KR3BSSTEIN .Kreis Nuortingen*) 

REPORT 

TUEBINGEN, 23 April 1947 

From the existent files*, nothing cm he found hinting at the 
possihiiity that narcotics were often administered to HITLER. Among the 
medicines known until now to have been given to him, neither morphine, 
cocaine, pervitine, nor any other narcotics are mentioned anywhere in 
large amounts. 

members of HITLER’S entourage expressed their suspicion that HITLER 
was being poisoned, and, instigated by Minister ISSUER, this led to 
the examination by Prof DHJGXHET. The findings of this examination 
should be obtained. It seer’s probable that sleeping potions were ap¬ 
plied more frequently, despite ORELL’ s statement to the contrary. 

Surprising is the enormous use of medicines by HITLER** (strength- 
£iVi 2f^ and stimulative substances such as vitamins and hormones) 
esp^Hy during the last months of HITLER’s regime. Since, some of 
these medicines were made up on special prescriptions, their exact com¬ 
position should be determined. Moreover, the question of how great a 
chronic toxic condition in HITLER might have resulted from his excessive 
use of medicines is open to debate. This is true even if no actual 
narcotics were involved. 


That HITLER himself was not satisfied with his health and efficiency 
is proved by the fact that he made use of so many medicines. The symptoms 
ol disease which were observed and which increased from year to year 
(tremor, palor of skin, kyphosis, coronary-sclerosis, intolerance and 
moodiness) can be explained in terms of rapid wear (of the body) 
especially with respect to circulation. 


Finally, when taking stock of the change in HITLER, wo have to con¬ 
sider the great psychological stress in a personality already abnormal 
as a result of having inherited certain traits. Then, too, HITLER was 
under great strain for many years - lack of sleep, monotony of diet, 
and the influence of physical diseases..

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SCHRERIN^KROSIGK'S OLSERYATIOHS OB HITLER'S DOCTORS 


(The following is a translation of a letter from Minister SCH'TL.IN- 
KROSIGK to Hanna REITSCH.) 


NUREMBERG, 8 April 19^7 


Hanna, with reference to our talks about the psychological change 
in HITLER and its reasons, I should like to inform you of a conversation 
I had with a man who for many years has known HITLER as well as i ORHLL*. 

In 193^, he was told hy Dr GRABITZ.who then attended HITLER personally, 
that HITLER was in perfect physical health and that his troubles originated 
only from his nerves. Therefore, as a means of cure,Dr GRABITZ proposed 
tha.t HITLER should take a complete rest for five weeks, change his manner 
of living, go to bed early, exercise in the morning, and observe a certain 
diet. This proposition led, as was natural with HITLER, to GRABlTZ's 
removal and, two years later, to the appointment of I’ORELI,who had been 
recommended by EOFR! All". ■ 

1I01ELL male the same diagnosis a.s GRABITZ, but adapted his treat¬ 
ment to HITLER'S peculiarities. The first treatment, which lasted for 
one year and a half, was a liitaflore cure originated by Prof Dr A. SISSLS 
of FREIBURG (Breisgau), which was meant to regenerate the necessary 
communis coli bacilli in the large intestine. The fact that HITLER'S 
indigestion and gastric disturbances ended made HITLER trust completely 
in iiORELL's skill. As to the medicines applied later on - dextrose, 
vitamins, hormones, and anti-ga.s pills - source maintains. that all of 
them were completely harmless. Even the minimum corollary of strychnine, 
as comprised in the anti-gas pills, could not be taken as "poisoning”. 
BRAKDT, joined by EASSEL3ACE, warned against this "poison". Thereupon, 
HITLER had the anti-gas pills examined by two different medical in¬ 
stitutes both of which arrived at the conclusion that they were ab¬ 
solutely harmless. Erom this date on, BRANDT was in HITLER's disfavor. 

According to my source, it is possible, although not provtd by 
medical experience, but unlikely that the constant aprjlica.tion of all 
those stimulants, even though they were quite harmless, in the long run 
worked harm to his health. At least it might have prematurely exhausted 
the reserves in mental and physical strength which everybody possesses,which 
would not have happened with a normal way of living. This mi^it have 
resulted in the inner senility which did not become apparent until very 
late. 'Whenever source saw HITLER (the last meeting was in February 1945), 
he noticed no change other than the stooped attitude and the palsy of the 
hands. He did not notice any change in HITLER'S manner. 

Despite this, source believed that a psychological change did take 
place as a result of the inner conflict between the knowledge gained 
from STALINGRAD that the war was lost, that to continue war s a crime 
and that his duty was to eliminate himself and, on the other side, the 
stubborn disinclination to acknowledge these facts, combined with the 
hope of a "va banque" gambler for luck. The exaggerations, cramps, and 
cruelties of the last years were an emanation of this bad conscience. 

I am very satisfied with this explanation, according to my axiom 
that exaggerations always result from weakness - inferiority complexes 
and pangs of conscience which are not complied with - as instanced by

It is difficult for my source to explain how IiORELL 1f on such a 
nearly hypnotic influence on HITLER, because MQESLL had all the qua^itio 
untidiness and a fat outward ap-pearance - which in other people wopld 
indeed have repelled HITLER, Then, Eva BRAUH could not even heap .his 
small, in the true sense of the word, and time and again warned EJTJLER 
against him. 

One of the most disagreeable characteristics of LORELL was that 
he thought of money and of money only. He exploited his position with 
HITLER unscrupulously by establishing a monopoly for the manufacture of 
certain medicines in his laboratories. Sven though source does not 
believe that K0H3LL poisoned HITLER, he was 0 f the opinion - as were 
the majority of us who knew ORELL, - that MORELL was absolutely capable 
of poisoning HITLER if ordered to do so by HITLER'S enemies, provided 
th= t he was paid enough. 

From this estimate of HORSLL, it might be opined that he did 
poison HITLER. 

Then, source told mo another interesting detail about the last 
days of the Chancellery. Luring the night of 20 April, the very night 
when the Reich ministers received orders to leave 3EHLII (the orders 
were changed several times; at first the ministers were ordered to" go 
south by car, then to go south hy plane, finally to go north by car), 
source got the order to leave HER!IE for the south and the additional 
notice that HITLER would follow the next day. Source then went to the 
Chancellery to get SvaBRAUH's confirmation. She said, "Yes, we will 
follow tomorrow". This confirms the correctness of the statement that 
the resolution to stay at BERLII was made only after HITLER'S notorious 
collapse at the conference on that day, at which time HITLER had heard 
the bad news from the Eastern front. Then, at least, G03B33LS won the 
upper hand against BORiiAET, who wanted to organize the last resistance 
in the Alps Fortress, and for this reason wanted HITLER there. G0E3TELS, 
on the other hand, maintained tha.t HITLER should wait at BERLIF for the 
outcome of VEKfCK* s relief offensive, which was the last chance.

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ANNEX IV 

THE RELATION OF HITLER'S HEALTH TO HIS ACTION'S 


(The following is a series of extracts from an article titled 
"Light on Nazi Foreign Policy", written by Dewitt POOLE, which appcared 
in the magazine "Foreign Affairs", October 1946, pages 153 to 159. 

Military events during 1942 and 1943 brought to an end any practical 
opportunity for Nazi Germany to organize Europe. Soon HITLER was marked 
as a military as well as a, political .failure. In tno course of a paper 
which, with the aid of the historian Percy SCERAI.7 (vfco kept the German 
vra.r diary), Otto MEISSNER wrote for us on "HITLER as Supreme T 7ar lord, 
lyyq-iqlujn t MEISSNER described the broad consequences of the less of 
STALINGRAD. "It became know now in ’-ride circles", he sot down, "that 
EITLBR’s personal leadership (in the military sphere) was dilettantish 
and wrong-headed; that ho was filled with an exaggerated belief in 
his own military qualifications; that he was disposed to undervalue 
the achievements of others; and that he was unjust and severe in 
punishing those who, according to his personal view, had failed. He 
was subjected now to lively criticism; this had never happened before. 

The loss of confidence.grew continuously and could not be put at 

rest by GOSBBBLS 1 propaganda". 

There ensued the conspiracy of 20 July 1944. Opposition to HITLER 
in higher military circles had begun as early as the end of 1941, MEISSNER 
said. It was now determined that the removal of HITLER ’-’as the only 
possible uBccyo for Germany. HITLER on his side, MEISSNER went on, was 
never able to understand the reasons which led to tho conspiracy. He 
saw in it only treason and disloyalty on tne part of his onerals, 
enmity against National Socialism, and reaction. Ho remarked that 
LENIN and STALIN' had been right in annihilating the whole group; it 
was his mistake not to have done the same in Germany. 

MEISSNER had certainly done much to persuade the old Reich President 
von HINDENBURG to appoint HITLER as Chancellor in January 1933* ’fo 
asked him when ho began to repent. Misgivings which had long boon brew¬ 
ing in his mind, he answered, took definite form about a year and a 
half before the end. Close to the end he saw that HITLER was insane. 

He related that during the last year a.nd a half HITLER came more and 
more under the influence of HIMMLER, G03B3ELS, and B0R1ANN. SOARING 
had slipped from the inner circle after the failure of tho German air 
defense. RIB3ENTR0P, who was never in the inner circle, now lost 
favor too. HITLER kept him on as Foreign Minister because Me was com¬ 
mitted to him, and in dismissing him would have had to admit his own 
miscalculations in the foreign field. Asked about RQSEE3EBG, MEISSNER 
replied that ROSENBERG had never commanded HITLER's full respect. He 
said he once heard HITLER remark that had it not been for the Ca.tholic 
Church putting ROSENBERG's "Her Mythus dee 20. Jahrhunoarts" on the 
Index, that book never would have bean read nor would ROSENBERG have 
gained such wide attention. 

HIMMLER, G0HB3ELS, and 30RHANN were the three, MEISSNER said, who 
helped the ever more crazy HITLER lead Germany to doom. ’Then exactly 
did HITLER become crazy? MEISSNER could not say. He saw little of him, 
ho claimed, in the final period. Substantial work had passed from his 
hands into the hands of Hons ■ Heinrich LANIERS, Chief of tho Reich 
Chancellory, and particularly into those of BORMANN, "a wicked man", 
who succeeded HESS as Secretary of the Party. However, on 13 March 
1945, MEISSNER was received by HITLER in order to be congratulated on 
his 65 th birthday. He found HITLER in a state of almost complete 
disarray, he informed us. HITLER'S eyes were bloodshot. He paced the 
room. His voice was out of control. 
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He shouted and cried; he spoke without coherence; he exclaimed 
repeatedly, "Ich kapituliere nie." 

M3ISS3S05R attributed HITLER'S collapse in part to events and in 
part to a drastic course of treatment which he had been receiving foy 
some years from Dr MDRELL. MEISSNER said th t KOHELL bad developed a, 
therapy which in numerous Cases seemed to repair the vitality of ageing 
men who had spent strength too freily. It was kOEELL’s practice to 
examine bodily secretion and prepare an injection which in particular, 
according to MEISSNER, would keep the flora of the intestines in balance* 
HITLEF. was always in poor health, suffering from lack of sleep and 
consequent fatigue* His apparent benefit from 1-0 HELL 1 s injections was 
very noticeable. The treatment went through an increasing cycle. 

MEISSNER was certain that it contributed much to HITLER 1 s final breakdown* 

Others testified to HITLER' s unmistakable disintegration toward 
the end. GUDERIAN, who aver rad he found in HITL LR a man of undoubtedly 
great capabilities, said also that he was convinced that HITLER was 
suffering from some form of insanity for several years before the final 
collapse. After the 20 July attempt on his life, HITLER, GUDSRIAE re¬ 
lated, developed a marked palsy of the left hand and left foot, and 
great difficulty in controlling these members even on the most em¬ 
barrassing occasions. Ho would brace his foot against some firm object 
and hold hife left hand with his right. T ' T hor, he released his hard 
after such an effort it would describe an arc of about nine inches* 

Even so, HITLER did not surrender faith in his destiny, or he 
solaced himself by pretending not to do so. Despite all, he was going 
to succeed, as Frederick the Great had succeeded. He was sure that 
some divine event would in the end determine everything in his favor* 

He took the death of President ROOSEVELT as the first glimmering, a.t 
last, of the new dawn. 

Russian artillery wa.s then closing in an him and blowing to bits 
what remained of BERLIE. In this situation HITLER 1 s mind went back 
to tho pristine idea of working friendship with England. It was on 
22 or 23 .April, RIB3SETR0P testified, that he saw HITLER for the last 
time. EIBBEETROP asserted that "he again pointed out to mo the 
necessity of Anglo-German friendship 1 ?, "‘tfe still then thought", 

RIB3E3STROP continued, "there might be possibilities of some negotiations, 
or some meetings of the statesmen, or something, so. :c sort of message 
which I should give to them when I saw them." However, HITLER now 
admitted to RI3BEJTR0P that the war was lost. RI&3EETR0P said he had 
never done that before.

The enclosure mentioned therein was an envelope addressed 
"Herr Karj r^uhrman n, 201 Anita Road, Burlingame, Califa USA." It bore 
the return' address of "After Nov. 1945 return to Adolf Hitler, 
Reichskan^ler - Berlin". 

Inside the envelope was an English translation of the purported 
letter in German whioh FUHRMAN had allegedly received from HITLER in said 
envelope. The translation is set forth as follows: 

"Translation of Hitler’s Letter

"No doubt it is well known that little has happened in my life 
that oould be called laughable, but when at the time of the Russian 
attack on Berlin I found refuge in the basement of the Imperial 
Chancellory building I was informed that my body and that of my wife 
(nee Ev^craraun ') had been covered with naptha and burned in the 
Chancellarygarden. I oould not help smiling for at this time we

Examination of the envelope addressed to FOHRMAN bearing HITLER*s 
purported return address in Berlin disclosed it bore two cancelled German 
postage stamps but no postmark on the envelope itself. It was also observed 
the handwriting appearing thereon is quite similar to FOHRMAN* s handwriting 
as contained in the other letters described above. FOHRMANwas accordingly 
interviewed by Speoial Agents PERRY W. MOOTHART and GEORGE W. SMITH at his 
office, 315 Fifth Street, San Franoisoo, California. He readily admitted 
having personally addressed to himself the envelope bearing the German stamps, 
that he had taken two cancelled German postage stamps from another envelope 
and glued them thereon and that his reason for attempting to perpetrate this 
hoax was to create a sensation. He is 77 years old and seemed to be a psycho¬ 
pathic case. His face flushed and his eyes became glassy and he stated he 
had a weak heart. The interview was discontinued upon his assurance that he 
had made no other similar efforts in the past and that he would attempt no 
further hoaxes in the future.

There is enclosed copy of a letter to the Bureau tram Rio de Janeiro, 
Brasil, dated August 6, 1947, reflecting investigation of this natter. Photostatic 
copies of letters which were furnished to the Bureau as enclosures with this letter 
advise that Mr. Leopold Charier and Mr. Henri Aldebert ware travelling in 
Martinique, French Best Indies, at which tine they contacted the American Consular 
Service and furnished to then a report addressed to Special Agents L. F. Warren and 
Bernard M. Ptacrk, Federal Bureau of Investigation, 510 South Spring Street, Los 
Angeles, California, U.S.A. It was requested that the report be forwarded through 
apedal channels to avoid possible censorship. This report, which is in French is 
apparently a summary of the information furnished by Charier to your office. 

Charier and Aldebert seemed to have plenty of money and signified their intentions 
of visiting several South American countries. 

Tiie American Consulate in Martinique conducted an investigation of these 
two men inasmuch as they were supposed to be representing a motion picture firm in 
Hollywood, California which was interested in making a motion picture based on a 
story of Martinique. It was supposed to have a cast of 23 persons. The fact that 
they were interested in leaving the country before the cast arrived aroused sus¬ 
picion. The inveatrigation revealed that Charier was wanted in Paris far passing bad 
checks in 1946 and since he was in London at that time, he was indicted, tried and 
sentenced in absentia. The Governor of Martinique intended to place the men under 
arrest and return them to Paris. The local court pointed out that these men could 
not be held by the Martinique authorities until the evidence in the case arrived 
f)rom Paris. Knowing this. Charier attempted to depart from the Island for the 
United States inasmuch as he had a valid visa for this country. Hs was unsuccessful 
in obtaining immediate passage. The American Consul suggested that he would cancel 
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if>lfi‘ tt ^Rio de Janeiro, Brazil.

LEOPOLD CHARIER, a French national, was born March 
19, 1913 in Roanne Loire, France, the son of JEAN and ANTOINE 
CHARIER. He is divorced and his last residence in France was 
listed as 6 Rue Berliz, Nice. His profession was listed as 
"artist and journalist." He arrived in Rio on November 21, 

19i4.6 and was in possession of a French passport Number 22 issued 
May 11, 19I4.6 in London. One police record reflected that CHARIER 
was In possession of French passport Number 2295 issued June 2, 
1245 at Nice. He traveled from Rio de Janeiro to the city of 
Sao Paulo on January 26, 1947* at which time he gave his Rio resi¬ 
dence as Ladeira da Guaropa 317. On February 17, 1947 he returned 
to Rio, proceeding from the State of Rio Grande Do Sul via the 
ship ' Itaquatia". On March 8, 1947 he departed for New York 
City via Pan American Airways. 

Mr* ARTHUR FOLEY, American Vice Consul at Rio, advised 
that the Embassy had received information from FREDERICK D. HUNT,

I have the honor to enclose copies of* the contents 
of an envelope which was given to me tody for trans¬ 
mittal by official means so as to circumvent thewlpcal 
French post office. As the contents concern soijt^hfcg 
in Brazil, I an sending these to you for your Investiga¬ 
tion and comment. 

Two men brought me the envelope which was addressed 
the same as the letter> They introduced themselves as 
hr. Aldebert and Mr. Charlier. 'They arrived in Martinique 
on May 30, having apparently come from Hollywood, Cali¬ 
fornia. In the course of the conversation they stated 
that they had been in Hollywood only three weeks but 
planned to remain there in the motion picture industry 
permanently. They spoke very poor English and said they 
had been In London during the war. Hr. Aldebert claimed 
to have'worked with the OWI there, while Charlier was 
supposed to have made three or four trips to France to 
contact -the -underground". Apparently, they have only 
recently entered the United States as immigrants. Both 
men have the appearance of typical European refugees. 
Charlier was worse than the average, was effeminate and 
palid, wore his straight dirty black hai-fr much too Ion", 
and padded, form-fitting s\iit. Both carried French 
passports. 

These men claimed to be advance agents for a group 
of 23 people Including directors and actors who are 
coming to Martinique to make a movie. Except for the

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name of one director, •whose name sounded lllce Bernard 
Sarkis, they were vague about the "stars” who would arrive. 
Despite the fact that they are not Martiniquais, they are 
supposed to find rooms for thls group and choose scenes 
to be used for photography. They said that the group 
would arrive In about four or five weeks and remain about 
six weeks. Yet In Aldobert's letter to Los Angeles, he 
states that they will be in Bogota about July 15th! Mean¬ 
while, they have asked the local British Consul for transit 
visas to Trinidad where they wish to remain a few days 
en route to Venezuela and Colombia. 

I have no idea where these men get their money, nor 
why they should move further if they are in the employ of 
a motion picture company. The so-called "report” from the 
writer Pierre Dumont is written in the original with the 
same paper and typewriter as Aldobert’s letter. This, 
plus the fact that he says Pierre Dumont won’t be in the 
United States for awhile, leads me to believe that Pierre 
Dumont is Charlier's pen name. When I looked at the 
address on the envelope vthich I agreed to accept, they 
remarked that these friends of theirs in the FBI wanted 
some information but that they didn’t have time before 
leaving and promised to send it by'mail, and that it was 
for this reason they did not want It to go through the 
post office as it might be opened. 

It appears to me that these men are very likely to 
be "phoni'es". If there are actually FBI agents at that 
address In Los Angeles and having those names, then it Is 
quite possible that these two men have sold them a bill 
of goods for which they were paid by FBI and might even 
be getting travel expenses. Also it might be a publicity ^ 
stunt designed to put Charlier over in Hollywood as the 
great spy! 

It will be appreciated if you will let me know what 
you think of this enclosure and. If you also believe these 
men are not vdi&t they claim to be, then It is suggested 
that you advise our Embassies In Caracas and Bogota 
accordingly.

With reference to my previous correspondence on 
the subject of Messrs. Leopold Charier and Henri AldBll C 
bert, and also my despatch to the Department a copy br ul " 
which I have sent to you, I wish to advise you that 
these men are still in Martinique. However, they are 
desirous of returning to the United States immediately 
in view of the fact that, as soon as certain documents 
are received from Paris, they will undoubtedly be put 
under arrest. The Governor desired to hold them but 
the local judge has pointed out that this cannot be 
done until the evidence has arrived. Knowing this, 
Charier attempted to depart from the island last Satur¬ 
day, and both the steamship line and the agent for Pan 
American Airways were prepared to issue him passage 
in view of the fact that he had in his passport a 
valid visa for the United states. I have told the 
Commander of the Gendarmerie that, if he will bring 
me the passports of these two men, I shall cancel the 
American visas therein because, from information which 
I have obtained from their own mouths, I am sure they 
are not bona fide non-immigrants. 


I am informed that the section 3(b) visa held by 
Mr. Charier was issued in Rio de Janeiro and, therefore, 
it will be appreciated if the oonsular officer who 
granted this visa: would inform me under what circum¬ 
stances it was gi van and what excuse Charier gave for 
visiting the United States. This information may be 
helpful in our investigation of the men here inMartinique

Aldebert and Charlier, I have to report that it is also 
th®~opinion of the local British Consul that there is 
something peculiar about these two men. They applied to 
him for visas for Trinidad during which time he talked 
with them. 

These men, who claim to be advance men for a group 
Coming to film a movie, now plan to sail for Trinidad 
next Saturday aboard the French steamer DUC D'AUMAIE and 
to go to Venezuela and Colombia after about three days 
in Trinidad. They seem to have some special business in 
Colombia. It seems strange to me that they do not await 
the arrival of at least a part of the movie group they 
are supposed to represent. The local agent for the Ford 
Motor Co. told me that these men liad approached him. with 
the story that they had a lot of capital in Panama which 
could be used to purchase Ford cars, ill case he would be 
interested. I think Ford has an assembly plant in Panama! 
They did not tell the Ford Agent they were movie men. 

I am endeavoring to ascertain from Washington if 
Warren and Ptacrk really are F.B.I. agents in Los Angeles 
and, if so, their street address.

In the first plaoe, it was discovered that both 
men obtained section 3(2) visas in London to visit the 
United .states. I do not know wiiat excuse they gave the 
Consular section of the embassy at tho time they made 
application for these visas, however, it must have been 
obvious that they were not bona fide non-irainigrants and 
thl3 was proven by the fact tiiat Charier, who was also 
known by tho nora-de-plume of Fierro Dumont, organised 
the Dumont Productions, Inc. of which he it, president. 
This is confirmed by the office of the Tax Commissioner 
in Los <uigele3. Furthermore, both Charier and aldebert 
stated in my office that, although they would be travel¬ 
ling a great deal, they planned to make tiieir home in 
Hollywood, ,-econdiy, the G-Vernor of . .artinique ascer¬ 
tained from his friend, the French Consul in ^os .digoles, 
that these two men had asked permission to go to Marti¬ 
nique saying that they were shipping agents, however, 
upon arrival here they gave out the stories that tiiey 
were going to make a motion picture based on a story of 
.Martinique and that 23 persons, including actors and 
technicians, would arrive in five or six'' wee to do t A# 
work. They also said that they were going on to Bogota 
to arrange for a picture there, axid might even go to 
Chungking. With this story, t ey completely took-in 
the Director of the French Information service who made 
an announcement over Radio ...artixiique concerning the 
proposed film. At the same tine that tiiey posed as 
motion picture producers, tiiey approached tho local 
Ford agent with a suggestion that they could procure 
automobiles for him in Panama, and likewise approached 
the General Motors ^ugent stating tint they oould obtain 
for him some CMC trucks! Charier told others that he had 
a large company in London, but the French Consul Gonerol 
In London reports that he does xiot mnow him, iior la he 
registered with the Board of Trade or Chamber of Coxanerce. 

I had discussed these two men with the Governor, who 
was equally suspicious, and at the sane time hr. Charier 
called at tho Consulate to complain that he could not 
get the exit permit to go to Bogota. Charier told me 
that the Government wanted proof that he actually liad a 
motion picture business and that the 23 people wore 
actually coming. I told him that he would have to admit 
that it appeured strange that he was not awaiting the 
arrival of the troupe, but he explaixied that this vms 
because they must hurry on to do business elsewhere. In

At 4:30 pm today, I called SAC McSwain in Chicago in accord 
with your instructions with reference to the memorandum of February 28, 1948, 
relating to the identification of a passenger on the above-described train as 
being Adolf Hitler. 

Mr. McSwain stated that this was washed out; that two Special Agents, 

W* L. Ryan and M. E. Gahlon, had got on the train and had closely observed the 
person in question and his woman companion. It was so obvious to the Agents 
that this person was not Adolf Hitler that they did not make a positive determinatioi 
of his identity, feeling that it would possibly create a situation causing absurd 
publicity. He stated that the person in question was not more than 42; that instead 
of a foreign accent, he had a very pronounced southern accent; he wore a brown 
mustache; and his general appearance and over-all description precluded any 
possibility of his being identical with Adolf Hitler. The woman accompanying him, 
who had previously been stated to be 41 years old, in the opinion of Agents Ryan 
and Gahlon, could not have been more than 22 or 23. She was much younger than 
her reported description and she had no foreign accent whatever.

POSTER advised that CLIDE WEBB, a Special Agent of the Illinois 
Central Railroad was also aboard this train and that he observed these 
individuals and substantiated SLOANE’s story* POSTER stated that BOUND 
was sober and claimed that SLOANE and WEBB were also* 

POSTER stated that it was not possible due to the lack of time 
to have one of his Agents board this train, and that he had called Chief 
of Police Davis at Champaign, Illinois, and Chief of Police Bergen at Kankakee, 
Illinois, who are both very friendly to the Bureau, and asked them to board 
the train and observe these individuals and report back to him* POSTER stated

WHEREABOUTS OF ADOLPH HITLER 
MISCELLANEOUS 


Recently while SA THEODORE B. PEACOCK was conducting 
an investigation concerning another matter at Rome, Georgia, 

Mr. E. E^KtORRIS, lUl£> Maple Street, Rome, Georgia, furnished 
the following information. Mr. MORRIS stated that he served 
with the Army in Germany after the close of hostilities and 
around Christinas of 1 9k$ he was in a village of Schwindigg 
which is located near Muhlplorf. While in company with a Ger¬ 
man girl by the name of *»f>EPPY", last name unknown, he visited 
a tourist home at Schwindigg whose owner was a member of the 
Nazi party and exhibited his membership certificate. This 
individual stated that the information concerning HITLER being 
dead is entirely erroneous and that HITLER was nearby Schwindigg. 
Mr. MORRIS continued that later in the evening he and “PEPPY" 
went to a tavern about one and a half to two miles from Schwin¬ 
digg in the direction of a range of mountains. While at this 
tavern, he engaged in conversation with several Germans and 
although they were drinking, at least two or three of them 
remarked to him that HITLER was not dead but was nearby. 

MORRIS advised that the area near Schwindigg is very 
mountainous and of a rou^i terrain and that his opinion is 
that a person would be able to hide out in that area indefi¬ 
nitely with a certain amount of help from persons nearby.

REPORT 

1. Introduction 

Rumors that HITLER was given doses of no i son after HOESLL he Crane 
his personal physician in 1936 have often been in circulation. From 1944 
on, members of HITLER* s entourage holioved th»t HITL 7 was being poisoned 
by LOBBLL* 

A nunher of investigations have determined that the story that 
HITLER was being poisoned, originated with Er GILSIRG, who net HITLER on 
22 July 1944, shortly after the attempt to assassinate HITLER, (GlLSIrG 
became a member of HITLER 1 s entourage and remained until 7 October 1944, 
during which period he made examinations of HITLER 1 s ears* left maxillary 
cavity* and larynx to ascertain whether HITLER had suffered serious 
injury when he was blown fron his bunker on 20 July 1944. GIESIFG also 
made two physical and neurological examinations of HITLER* one on 38 
August 1944 and the other on 3 October 1944.) 

On the whole, GI^SIHG's reliability is questionable , especially 
as some of his statements have been proved incorrect, in particular one 
to the effect that it was HQRSLL who initiated the formerly ''healthy 11 
HITLER into the constant and absurd use of injections. In contradiction* 
Minister I-SIS SEER, has stated that HITLER was alwa^rs in poor health and 
that he suffered fron lack of sleep and from, continuous fatigue, and 
that HITLER benefited noticeably from the injections given by uOR.LL. 

(See Annex IV, paragraph 6). GISSIHG averred that he had "fifty—five talks 
with HITLER on different topics." (See OI-SR/35, page 10.) But this claim 
is scarcely supportable, judging by the length of tine he knew HITL--R* 
GILSIFG also says that he asked HITLER to tell him. the reasons for the 
STALIrGRAD disaster. (See OI-SR/36, page 18.) In view of the general 
situation at the tine, it is hardlv likely that- HI TIL R had the tine or 
inclination to discuss this with GIESIFG, 

Dr RQBKER, who for many years knew both HITLER and uORLLL 
personally, testified that the first treatment by GRILL, which lasted 
for one year and a half, was a liutaflore cure discovered by Er IliSSlA 
of FREI3URG, Breisgau. This curt: was meant to regenerate the necessary 
communis Coli bacilli in the large intestine. The fact that Hi-LER* s 
indigestion and gastric disturbances ended,led HITLER to trust completely 
in KORSLL’s skill. (See innex III, paragraph 2.) 

In September 1944, GILSIHG told Dr Hurl 3RAHDT, HITLER 1 s c 
physician* that HITLER took four to eight pills of a medicine' containing 
strychnine, and that these pills had been given to LUGE- (HITLER*s valet) 
by HOBELL, (CGPWS 32/DI-17, 30 June 1945;) 

BRAiTDT did not check to find out whether the statement was correct, 
but took the story to HITLER, who, though he trusted uOR-LL complete ly, 
had the anti-gas pills examined by Prof DRUCEESY of the Pharmacological 
Institute in BERIIB. The findings of the examination were not known until 
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"Yesterday, I was very much disturbed when I thought of the 
actions of BRaHDT, I had learned from the Fuehrer that BFAFDT 
had not lone from ne to see hin, but on the contrary, that 

BIUHDT had cone from the Fuehrer to a me ITqv I ha - ' 7 © to 
assume that 3BAHDT intended to get rid of me because I an the 
only one ;who does not truckle to him Ik remarks of 3BAFDT, 
during his conversations with ne, have- assumed quite a different 
rwaning. [They show without a mask the intrigue cooked up against 
ne, ITow 1 realize quite clearly why 112157. told ne that I have 
a grea* many enemies who already have a successor at hand for ne." 


2. to.3^Jijidings.Jffi..IS.authorities end Investigators 

a. 3y January 1947, an almost conplete list of the medicines 
used by I©3BiL during treatment of HITIS?. had been compiled by US autho¬ 
rities. This list was submitted at the end of January to three German 
scientists; Prof Dr Felix HaFFKL?, chief of the Pharmacological Institute 
of TUSBINGM University; Prof Dr Konrad 2BX7ST, chief of the Hospital for 

Feurastbenia,TUEBIFG^H University; and Dr Theodor BZT T Z3TG£B, K753ST3I1T, 

Kreis lluertingen. On 33 April 1S47, these throe scientists signed a. written 
statement to the effect that from the existing files of information 
nothing could be found to point to the possibility that HI TIBS. had. often 
received narcotics. Among the medicines known to hry-a V. : 'drdnisc-erod 

to HITI5E, neither morphine, cocaine, nor pervitin'" _ _ : ••iored on 

the lists or records in -any great amounts. The scientists also' stated 
that none of the medical reports submitted to then and examined contained 
any hint that large amounts of narcotic drugs had been administered to 
HITISB, (See Annex II.) 

b. To check on the findings of Prof D7.UCI2BY, to whom, by order of 
HITL-E, drugs used by i'-iOBALL had been submitted for examination, Prof Dr 
iEUBl-eB of the Pharmacological Institute of BDBLIF University was con¬ 
tacted on 2 July 1947. HEUB2GB stated that the pill.s, known as Dr KOBSEB's 
anti-gas pills, were quite harmless. He refute d the. idea that the nills 
could have a toxic effect if taken for a long period of time .and ,-in the 
quantities which EITIBB is supposed, to have consumed. . Thereafter, it 

was not deemed necessary to contact Prof DEUCK33Y, who, it was discovered, 
is living at HaifELBUBG- near KISSIl’GBF. 


c. To ascertain whether drugs or narcotics had-been administered to 
HITIBB, the following persons were contacted during the period June to July 
1947; Prof Dr LIFZ'of the Opium Section, Dept of Public Health, 3S7.LI1T; 

Prof HUDLI3B-.B3SS of the Institute for hedical Jurisprudence, SBBDIF 
University; Herr JUFG-lTICKSl, officer of the Criminal Police, Farcotics 
Department, E7LI!"; and Herr JOHST, pharmacist and owner of the Dngel 
Apotheke in BEBLIF* (The Dngel Apotheke used to furnish all the medicines 
for HITJjSB 1 s headquarters.) 

Prof LIFZ strongly repudiated the idea that any narcotics had 
been delivered to HITIBB's headauarters, except in negligible amounts. 
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LIFZ was well aware that KOB-LL was in a position to obtain narcotics 
through unofficial channels, especially through the SS. LIBZ also knew 
that MOBkLL’s female secretary was a morphine addict and that she had 
forget UOSSLi 1 s name on prescriptions in order to obtain morphine. To 
the best of LIFZ 1 knowledge, KOPBLL was not involved in this natter, 

■nor rtid LIFE consider M0S3IL a morphine addict. 

jjfflELIEB-HBSS, JUXTGlvTICZEL, and JOHST, on the other hand, 
contended that it was possible and even probable that narcotics had been 
administered to HI USB, They were unable, however, to give any factual 
evidence, to support this contention* The three men also stated that the 
amount of narcotics which night possibly have been administered would 
not have been of great influence on the actions of a personality already 
abnormal. 



In connection with the findings and beliefs of the men mentioned 
in the two preceding paragraphs. Dr BODIED has stated his belief that the 
medicines applied by i'lOEEijL _ those containing dextrosej vitamins, hormones, 
and antt-gafi ingredients - were quite harmless. BOEM-E is also of the 
opinion that the constant application of these strongth-giving medicines 
nay be detrimental to health in the long run, eten though this belief 
has not been proved by nodical -scientists. The drugs night have prematurely 
exhausted, the reserves of mental and physical strength which everyone 
possesses to some degree, and this exhaustion nay have produced the "inner 
senility 11 which did not become apparent in HITIEB until very late, (See 
Annex III, paragraph 3.) 

d. To ascertain whether sleeping potions in largo quantities 
had "been adninistered to HITIEB, M0B2LL was interrogated in June 1947* 

Being afraid to incriminate himself in any way and taking advantage of 
the fact that he was very sick at the tine of interrogation, iiOZblL pro¬ 
tended, that he could not remember much. However, he stated that HITIEB 
had ribver been given sleeping.motions in abnormal amounts. 

There is no reason to doubt this statement, although FOSSIL 
was one of the most loathsome figures in the group surrounding HITIEB, 
his personality being such as to lend credence to'any rumors that ho 
was poisoning HI TIE B. Prof BtfSMEB characterise* HOPE LI as a person who 
thought of money only and who'unscrupulously exploited his position with 
HITIE-- in order to establish a, monopoly for manufacturing .certain medicines 
in his own laboratories. EOEKEB, as well as most of the other people' 
who knew HOBELL personally, is of the opinion that if paid sufficiently 
by the enemies of HI TILE, iiOEELL might have undertaken to poison KITIEB. 

(See Annex HI, paragraph 7.) 




3 » gas-sible Explanati on for Deterioration in HITIEB } s Health 


The most plausible explanation for the deterioration in HKLEE 1 s 
health rests in the fact that HITLEF. was under physical stress for a 
number of years. He suffered from lack of sleep and from fatigue, his 
diet was monotonously the same, and his personality might already have 
been abnormal as a result of hereditary traits. The three TU3BIFGBH 
scientists mentioned in the foregoing pages are agreed that these factors 
could have brought about the impairment in HITIEB's health. 


HOXEER, who last saw HI TIE?, in February 1945 , noticed no change 
in KITIEB'g manner at the time. He states that HlTIB’s posture was stooped 
and that he had Palsy of the hands (actually, KITIEB had Palsy of the 
left hand end the left foot only). However, SOUSE is of'the opinion 
that a psychological change did take place in HI TUB as an outcome of the 
conflict which had grown out of two opposing forces within him: one 
arising from the knowledge gained from the STELIEGBAD campaign, that the 
war was lost, that to continue the war was a crime, end that it was his duty 
to eliminate himself; the other force arising from his stubborn disinclina¬ 
tion to .acknowledge these facts and from his gambler's hope that luck would 
change for the better, (See Annex III, paragraph 4.) 
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According to ROEiER, the "exaggerations* cramps, and cruelties" 
laSt y® Ars were ** *®aaati©n of HIKER'S fed eons die nee. (However, 
EOEHEE seems to have forgotten that all these exaggerations and cruelties 
were manifested by HIKER ever since he came into power and even before.) 


Minister SCHMIDT speaks of HIKER as a "split, personality"; Gen 
GUBciRiAlT found HlUjSR a man of great capabilities, hut suffering from 
some form of insanity and the-palsy r^hich had developed after the 30 July 
1944 attempt on HIKES’s life* (According to BEAK)? and other sources, 
the palsy.had been obvious in HIKES since 1943 and, after the 20 July 
1944 affair, had disappeared completely for many weeks,) 


Abnormal hereditary traits in HIKER had'been found or suspected 
for a long time by many who were no followers of his. In a lecture on 
hysterics, Prof WILLHAHliS of HoIDeLBERG University referred in 1932 to 
HIKES's blindness in World War I as an outstanding instance of pure 
hysteria, since the army medical files indicated that HIKER had then only 
imagined that he had lost his-eye sight. (Expre ssing this belief cost 
WIL IJUfe r his position when HIKER came into power.) The army medical file 
on HITLER disappeared some time after 1933. MORSEL complained that he was 
unable to find any records which could throw light on EIKER's case history 
and that HIKER was completely unwilling to provide any information about 
his own medical history, 

G3ESIEG- reported that HIKER told him after 20 July 1944 that 
his hearing was better, that voices and noises were louder, and that he 
was reminded of a phenomenon which he had experienced at the age of 
thirteen or fourteen for about three months. HIKER related that in 
school the teacher's voice would become very loud and resounding all 
of a sudden, seemingly ten times as loud,, and that the teacher's head 
would seem to grow bigger and bigger and move toward him. When HIKER 
turned his eyes away from the teacher, the cupboard and the blackboard 
appealed to be crooked and leaning over.. At ■ such moments, he would be¬ 
come anxious, pressure would grow in his head, and he would hear a ham; 
in a few moments, everything would become normal again. HIKER added that 
this happened even in classes where his work had been well prepared, . 

GILSIFG says that he explained these phenoraens to HIKER as slight 
disturbances connected with puberty, and that he did not tell HI TIER . 
anything about the psychiatric significance of the phenomena,* 


By chance, the investigators met at 7707 ECIC a German by name of 
SCHLAPP, noW over seventy years old', and employed as a locksmith at 7707 
ECIC* SCHLAPP* who had been a sergeant in the same company with HIKER 
for two years during World War ij related that HIKER had, always* beep 
considered "nuts" % the otter men of the comoanv and thai HIKER used 
to isolate himself in a corner and "brood and mum ole to himself (speku— 
lieren). 


conclusions 


The following conclusions have been drawn on the'basis of an examina¬ 
tion of all reports on HIKER, including *te findir-a 
and - on a study of the minutes kept at conicrences 1 
members of his entourage: 



1. The rumors that BIKER was poisoned by H0PELL have no foundation 
in fact. On the contrary, the Hutaflorc cure used by H0RELL improved 
HIKEE's health considerably.' The nedicineg later administered to HIKER 
wore harmless.

It is suggested that efforts be made to question those who might 
have^witnessed manifestations of the abnormal hereditary traits in 
HIHaE which point to Parkinson's disease and schizophrenia, or who have 
knowledge concerning these abnormal traits in HI TEE. This would entail 
also questioning those who were in contact with him during earlier stages 
in his life.

(The following is a translation of a report made on 23 April 1947 
"by three German scientists and submitted to US authorities. The scientists 
were Hr Felix HAFT US?., chief of the Pharmacological Institute at TUEBINGEN 
University; Dr Konrad ERNST, chief of the Hospital fof Neurasthenia, 

TUEBINGEN University; and Dr Theodor BEN ZINGER of KR3BSSTEIN .Kreis Nuortingen*) 

REPORT 

TUEBINGEN, 23 April 1947 

From the existent files*, nothing cm he found hinting at the 
possihiiity that narcotics were often administered to HITLER. Among the 
medicines known until now to have been given to him, neither morphine, 
cocaine, pervitine, nor any other narcotics are mentioned anywhere in 
large amounts. 

members of HITLER’S entourage expressed their suspicion that HITLER 
was being poisoned, and, instigated by Minister ISSUER, this led to 
the examination by Prof DHJGXHET. The findings of this examination 
should be obtained. It seer’s probable that sleeping potions were ap¬ 
plied more frequently, despite ORELL’ s statement to the contrary. 

Surprising is the enormous use of medicines by HITLER** (strength- 
£iVi 2f^ and stimulative substances such as vitamins and hormones) 
esp^Hy during the last months of HITLER’s regime. Since, some of 
these medicines were made up on special prescriptions, their exact com¬ 
position should be determined. Moreover, the question of how great a 
chronic toxic condition in HITLER might have resulted from his excessive 
use of medicines is open to debate. This is true even if no actual 
narcotics were involved. 


That HITLER himself was not satisfied with his health and efficiency 
is proved by the fact that he made use of so many medicines. The symptoms 
ol disease which were observed and which increased from year to year 
(tremor, palor of skin, kyphosis, coronary-sclerosis, intolerance and 
moodiness) can be explained in terms of rapid wear (of the body) 
especially with respect to circulation. 


Finally, when taking stock of the change in HITLER, wo have to con¬ 
sider the great psychological stress in a personality already abnormal 
as a result of having inherited certain traits. Then, too, HITLER was 
under great strain for many years - lack of sleep, monotony of diet, 
and the influence of physical diseases..

(The following is a translation of a letter from Minister SCH'TL.IN- 
KROSIGK to Hanna REITSCH.) 


NUREMBERG, 8 April 19^7 


Hanna, with reference to our talks about the psychological change 
in HITLER and its reasons, I should like to inform you of a conversation 
I had with a man who for many years has known HITLER as well as i ORHLL*. 

In 193^, he was told hy Dr GRABITZ.who then attended HITLER personally, 
that HITLER was in perfect physical health and that his troubles originated 
only from his nerves. Therefore, as a means of cure,Dr GRABITZ proposed 
tha.t HITLER should take a complete rest for five weeks, change his manner 
of living, go to bed early, exercise in the morning, and observe a certain 
diet. This proposition led, as was natural with HITLER, to GRABlTZ's 
removal and, two years later, to the appointment of I’ORELI,who had been 
recommended by EOFR! All". ■ 

1I01ELL male the same diagnosis a.s GRABITZ, but adapted his treat¬ 
ment to HITLER'S peculiarities. The first treatment, which lasted for 
one year and a half, was a liitaflore cure originated by Prof Dr A. SISSLS 
of FREIBURG (Breisgau), which was meant to regenerate the necessary 
communis coli bacilli in the large intestine. The fact that HITLER'S 
indigestion and gastric disturbances ended made HITLER trust completely 
in iiORELL's skill. As to the medicines applied later on - dextrose, 
vitamins, hormones, and anti-ga.s pills - source maintains. that all of 
them were completely harmless. Even the minimum corollary of strychnine, 
as comprised in the anti-gas pills, could not be taken as "poisoning”. 
BRAKDT, joined by EASSEL3ACE, warned against this "poison". Thereupon, 
HITLER had the anti-gas pills examined by two different medical in¬ 
stitutes both of which arrived at the conclusion that they were ab¬ 
solutely harmless. Erom this date on, BRANDT was in HITLER's disfavor. 

According to my source, it is possible, although not provtd by 
medical experience, but unlikely that the constant aprjlica.tion of all 
those stimulants, even though they were quite harmless, in the long run 
worked harm to his health. At least it might have prematurely exhausted 
the reserves in mental and physical strength which everybody possesses,which 
would not have happened with a normal way of living. This mi^it have 
resulted in the inner senility which did not become apparent until very 
late. 'Whenever source saw HITLER (the last meeting was in February 1945), 
he noticed no change other than the stooped attitude and the palsy of the 
hands. He did not notice any change in HITLER'S manner. 

Despite this, source believed that a psychological change did take 
place as a result of the inner conflict between the knowledge gained 
from STALINGRAD that the war was lost, that to continue war s a crime 
and that his duty was to eliminate himself and, on the other side, the 
stubborn disinclination to acknowledge these facts, combined with the 
hope of a "va banque" gambler for luck. The exaggerations, cramps, and 
cruelties of the last years were an emanation of this bad conscience. 

I am very satisfied with this explanation, according to my axiom 
that exaggerations always result from weakness - inferiority complexes 
and pangs of conscience which are not complied with - as instanced by

It is difficult for my source to explain how IiORELL 1f on such a 
nearly hypnotic influence on HITLER, because MQESLL had all the qua^itio 
untidiness and a fat outward ap-pearance - which in other people wopld 
indeed have repelled HITLER, Then, Eva BRAUH could not even heap .his 
small, in the true sense of the word, and time and again warned EJTJLER 
against him. 

One of the most disagreeable characteristics of LORELL was that 
he thought of money and of money only. He exploited his position with 
HITLER unscrupulously by establishing a monopoly for the manufacture of 
certain medicines in his laboratories. Sven though source does not 
believe that K0H3LL poisoned HITLER, he was 0 f the opinion - as were 
the majority of us who knew ORELL, - that MORELL was absolutely capable 
of poisoning HITLER if ordered to do so by HITLER'S enemies, provided 
th= t he was paid enough. 

From this estimate of HORSLL, it might be opined that he did 
poison HITLER. 

Then, source told mo another interesting detail about the last 
days of the Chancellery. Luring the night of 20 April, the very night 
when the Reich ministers received orders to leave 3EHLII (the orders 
were changed several times; at first the ministers were ordered to" go 
south by car, then to go south hy plane, finally to go north by car), 
source got the order to leave HER!IE for the south and the additional 
notice that HITLER would follow the next day. Source then went to the 
Chancellery to get SvaBRAUH's confirmation. She said, "Yes, we will 
follow tomorrow". This confirms the correctness of the statement that 
the resolution to stay at BERLII was made only after HITLER'S notorious 
collapse at the conference on that day, at which time HITLER had heard 
the bad news from the Eastern front. Then, at least, G03B33LS won the 
upper hand against BORiiAET, who wanted to organize the last resistance 
in the Alps Fortress, and for this reason wanted HITLER there. G0E3TELS, 
on the other hand, maintained tha.t HITLER should wait at BERLIF for the 
outcome of VEKfCK* s relief offensive, which was the last chance.

THE RELATION OF HITLER'S HEALTH TO HIS ACTION'S 


(The following is a series of extracts from an article titled 
"Light on Nazi Foreign Policy", written by Dewitt POOLE, which appcared 
in the magazine "Foreign Affairs", October 1946, pages 153 to 159. 

Military events during 1942 and 1943 brought to an end any practical 
opportunity for Nazi Germany to organize Europe. Soon HITLER was marked 
as a military as well as a, political .failure. In tno course of a paper 
which, with the aid of the historian Percy SCERAI.7 (vfco kept the German 
vra.r diary), Otto MEISSNER wrote for us on "HITLER as Supreme T 7ar lord, 
lyyq-iqlujn t MEISSNER described the broad consequences of the less of 
STALINGRAD. "It became know now in ’-ride circles", he sot down, "that 
EITLBR’s personal leadership (in the military sphere) was dilettantish 
and wrong-headed; that ho was filled with an exaggerated belief in 
his own military qualifications; that he was disposed to undervalue 
the achievements of others; and that he was unjust and severe in 
punishing those who, according to his personal view, had failed. He 
was subjected now to lively criticism; this had never happened before. 

The loss of confidence.grew continuously and could not be put at 

rest by GOSBBBLS 1 propaganda". 

There ensued the conspiracy of 20 July 1944. Opposition to HITLER 
in higher military circles had begun as early as the end of 1941, MEISSNER 
said. It was now determined that the removal of HITLER ’-’as the only 
possible uBccyo for Germany. HITLER on his side, MEISSNER went on, was 
never able to understand the reasons which led to tho conspiracy. He 
saw in it only treason and disloyalty on tne part of his onerals, 
enmity against National Socialism, and reaction. Ho remarked that 
LENIN and STALIN' had been right in annihilating the whole group; it 
was his mistake not to have done the same in Germany. 

MEISSNER had certainly done much to persuade the old Reich President 
von HINDENBURG to appoint HITLER as Chancellor in January 1933* ’fo 
asked him when ho began to repent. Misgivings which had long boon brew¬ 
ing in his mind, he answered, took definite form about a year and a 
half before the end. Close to the end he saw that HITLER was insane. 

He related that during the last year a.nd a half HITLER came more and 
more under the influence of HIMMLER, G03B3ELS, and B0R1ANN. SOARING 
had slipped from the inner circle after the failure of tho German air 
defense. RIB3ENTR0P, who was never in the inner circle, now lost 
favor too. HITLER kept him on as Foreign Minister because Me was com¬ 
mitted to him, and in dismissing him would have had to admit his own 
miscalculations in the foreign field. Asked about RQSEE3EBG, MEISSNER 
replied that ROSENBERG had never commanded HITLER's full respect. He 
said he once heard HITLER remark that had it not been for the Ca.tholic 
Church putting ROSENBERG's "Her Mythus dee 20. Jahrhunoarts" on the 
Index, that book never would have bean read nor would ROSENBERG have 
gained such wide attention. 

HIMMLER, G0HB3ELS, and 30RHANN were the three, MEISSNER said, who 
helped the ever more crazy HITLER lead Germany to doom. ’Then exactly 
did HITLER become crazy? MEISSNER could not say. He saw little of him, 
ho claimed, in the final period. Substantial work had passed from his 
hands into the hands of Hons ■ Heinrich LANIERS, Chief of tho Reich 
Chancellory, and particularly into those of BORMANN, "a wicked man", 
who succeeded HESS as Secretary of the Party. However, on 13 March 
1945, MEISSNER was received by HITLER in order to be congratulated on 
his 65 th birthday. He found HITLER in a state of almost complete 
disarray, he informed us. HITLER'S eyes were bloodshot. He paced the 
room. His voice was out of control. 
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He shouted and cried; he spoke without coherence; he exclaimed 
repeatedly, "Ich kapituliere nie." 

M3ISS3S05R attributed HITLER'S collapse in part to events and in 
part to a drastic course of treatment which he had been receiving foy 
some years from Dr MDRELL. MEISSNER said th t KOHELL bad developed a, 
therapy which in numerous Cases seemed to repair the vitality of ageing 
men who had spent strength too freily. It was kOEELL’s practice to 
examine bodily secretion and prepare an injection which in particular, 
according to MEISSNER, would keep the flora of the intestines in balance* 
HITLEF. was always in poor health, suffering from lack of sleep and 
consequent fatigue* His apparent benefit from 1-0 HELL 1 s injections was 
very noticeable. The treatment went through an increasing cycle. 

MEISSNER was certain that it contributed much to HITLER 1 s final breakdown* 

Others testified to HITLER' s unmistakable disintegration toward 
the end. GUDERIAN, who aver rad he found in HITL LR a man of undoubtedly 
great capabilities, said also that he was convinced that HITLER was 
suffering from some form of insanity for several years before the final 
collapse. After the 20 July attempt on his life, HITLER, GUDSRIAE re¬ 
lated, developed a marked palsy of the left hand and left foot, and 
great difficulty in controlling these members even on the most em¬ 
barrassing occasions. Ho would brace his foot against some firm object 
and hold hife left hand with his right. T ' T hor, he released his hard 
after such an effort it would describe an arc of about nine inches* 

Even so, HITLER did not surrender faith in his destiny, or he 
solaced himself by pretending not to do so. Despite all, he was going 
to succeed, as Frederick the Great had succeeded. He was sure that 
some divine event would in the end determine everything in his favor* 

He took the death of President ROOSEVELT as the first glimmering, a.t 
last, of the new dawn. 

Russian artillery wa.s then closing in an him and blowing to bits 
what remained of BERLIE. In this situation HITLER 1 s mind went back 
to tho pristine idea of working friendship with England. It was on 
22 or 23 .April, RIB3SETR0P testified, that he saw HITLER for the last 
time. EIBBEETROP asserted that "he again pointed out to mo the 
necessity of Anglo-German friendship 1 ?, "‘tfe still then thought", 

RIB3E3STROP continued, "there might be possibilities of some negotiations, 
or some meetings of the statesmen, or something, so. :c sort of message 
which I should give to them when I saw them." However, HITLER now 
admitted to RI3BEJTR0P that the war was lost. RI&3EETR0P said he had 
never done that before.

The enclosure mentioned therein was an envelope addressed 
"Herr Karj r^uhrman n, 201 Anita Road, Burlingame, Califa USA." It bore 
the return' address of "After Nov. 1945 return to Adolf Hitler, 
Reichskan^ler - Berlin". 

Inside the envelope was an English translation of the purported 
letter in German whioh FUHRMAN had allegedly received from HITLER in said 
envelope. The translation is set forth as follows:

Examination of the envelope addressed to FOHRMAN bearing HITLER*s 
purported return address in Berlin disclosed it bore two cancelled German 
postage stamps but no postmark on the envelope itself. It was also observed 
the handwriting appearing thereon is quite similar to FOHRMAN* s handwriting 
as contained in the other letters described above. FOHRMANwas accordingly 
interviewed by Speoial Agents PERRY W. MOOTHART and GEORGE W. SMITH at his 
office, 315 Fifth Street, San Franoisoo, California. He readily admitted 
having personally addressed to himself the envelope bearing the German stamps, 
that he had taken two cancelled German postage stamps from another envelope 
and glued them thereon and that his reason for attempting to perpetrate this 
hoax was to create a sensation. He is 77 years old and seemed to be a psycho¬ 
pathic case. His face flushed and his eyes became glassy and he stated he 
had a weak heart. The interview was discontinued upon his assurance that he 
had made no other similar efforts in the past and that he would attempt no 
further hoaxes in the future.

There is enclosed copy of a letter to the Bureau tram Rio de Janeiro, 
Brasil, dated August 6, 1947, reflecting investigation of this natter. Photostatic 
copies of letters which were furnished to the Bureau as enclosures with this letter 
advise that Mr. Leopold Charier and Mr. Henri Aldebert ware travelling in 
Martinique, French Best Indies, at which tine they contacted the American Consular 
Service and furnished to then a report addressed to Special Agents L. F. Warren and 
Bernard M. Ptacrk, Federal Bureau of Investigation, 510 South Spring Street, Los 
Angeles, California, U.S.A. It was requested that the report be forwarded through 
apedal channels to avoid possible censorship. This report, which is in French is 
apparently a summary of the information furnished by Charier to your office. 

Charier and Aldebert seemed to have plenty of money and signified their intentions 
of visiting several South American countries. 

Tiie American Consulate in Martinique conducted an investigation of these 
two men inasmuch as they were supposed to be representing a motion picture firm in 
Hollywood, California which was interested in making a motion picture based on a 
story of Martinique. It was supposed to have a cast of 23 persons. The fact that 
they were interested in leaving the country before the cast arrived aroused sus¬ 
picion. The inveatrigation revealed that Charier was wanted in Paris far passing bad 
checks in 1946 and since he was in London at that time, he was indicted, tried and 
sentenced in absentia.

Charier attempted to depart from the Island for the 
United States inasmuch as he had a valid visa for this country. Hs was unsuccessful 
in obtaining immediate passage. The American Consul suggested that he would cancel

LEOPOLD CHARIER, a French national, was born March 
19, 1913 in Roanne Loire, France, the son of JEAN and ANTOINE 
CHARIER. He is divorced and his last residence in France was 
listed as 6 Rue Berliz, Nice. His profession was listed as 
"artist and journalist." He arrived in Rio on November 21, 

19i4.6 and was in possession of a French passport Number 22 issued 
May 11, 19I4.6 in London. One police record reflected that CHARIER 
was In possession of French passport Number 2295 issued June 2, 
1245 at Nice. He traveled from Rio de Janeiro to the city of 
Sao Paulo on January 26, 1947* at which time he gave his Rio resi¬ 
dence as Ladeira da Guaropa 317. On February 17, 1947 he returned 
to Rio, proceeding from the State of Rio Grande Do Sul via the 
ship ' Itaquatia". On March 8, 1947 he departed for New York 
City via Pan American Airways. 

Mr* ARTHUR FOLEY, American Vice Consul at Rio, advised 
that the Embassy had received information from FREDERICK D. HUNT, 
American Consul, Martinique, F.W.I., reflecting that LEOPOLD

I have the honor to enclose copies of* the contents 
of an envelope which was given to me tody for trans¬ 
mittal by official means so as to circumvent thewlpcal 
French post office. As the contents concern soijt^hfcg 
in Brazil, I an sending these to you for your Investiga¬ 
tion and comment. 

Two men brought me the envelope which was addressed 
the same as the letter> They introduced themselves as 
hr. Aldebert and Mr. Charlier. 'They arrived in Martinique 
on May 30, having apparently come from Hollywood, Cali¬ 
fornia. In the course of the conversation they stated 
that they had been in Hollywood only three weeks but 
planned to remain there in the motion picture industry 
permanently. They spoke very poor English and said they 
had been In London during the war. Hr. Aldebert claimed 
to have'worked with the OWI there, while Charlier was 
supposed to have made three or four trips to France to 
contact -the -underground". Apparently, they have only 
recently entered the United States as immigrants. Both 
men have the appearance of typical European refugees. 
Charlier was worse than the average, was effeminate and 
palid, wore his straight dirty black hai-fr much too Ion", 
and padded, form-fitting s\iit. Both carried French 
passports. 

These men claimed to be advance agents for a group 
of 23 people Including directors and actors who are 
coming to Martinique to make a movie. Except for the 
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name of one director, •whose name sounded lllce Bernard 
Sarkis, they were vague about the "stars” who would arrive. 
Despite the fact that they are not Martiniquais, they are 
supposed to find rooms for thls group and choose scenes 
to be used for photography. They said that the group 
would arrive In about four or five weeks and remain about 
six weeks. Yet In Aldobert's letter to Los Angeles, he 
states that they will be in Bogota about July 15th! Mean¬ 
while, they have asked the local British Consul for transit 
visas to Trinidad where they wish to remain a few days 
en route to Venezuela and Colombia. 

I have no idea where these men get their money, nor 
why they should move further if they are in the employ of 
a motion picture company. The so-called "report” from the 
writer Pierre Dumont is written in the original with the 
same paper and typewriter as Aldobert’s letter. This, 
plus the fact that he says Pierre Dumont won’t be in the 
United States for awhile, leads me to believe that Pierre 
Dumont is Charlier's pen name. When I looked at the 
address on the envelope vthich I agreed to accept, they 
remarked that these friends of theirs in the FBI wanted 
some information but that they didn’t have time before 
leaving and promised to send it by'mail, and that it was 
for this reason they did not want It to go through the 
post office as it might be opened. 

It appears to me that these men are very likely to 
be "phoni'es". If there are actually FBI agents at that 
address In Los Angeles and having those names, then it Is 
quite possible that these two men have sold them a bill 
of goods for which they were paid by FBI and might even 
be getting travel expenses. Also it might be a publicity ^ 
stunt designed to put Charlier over in Hollywood as the 
great spy! 

It will be appreciated if you will let me know what 
you think of this enclosure and. If you also believe these 
men are not vdi&t they claim to be, then It is suggested 
that you advise our Embassies In Caracas and Bogota 
accordingly.

With reference to my previous correspondence on 
the subject of Messrs. Leopold Charier and Henri AldBll C 
bert, and also my despatch to the Department a copy br ul " 
which I have sent to you, I wish to advise you that 
these men are still in Martinique. However, they are 
desirous of returning to the United States immediately 
in view of the fact that, as soon as certain documents 
are received from Paris, they will undoubtedly be put 
under arrest. The Governor desired to hold them but 
the local judge has pointed out that this cannot be 
done until the evidence has arrived. Knowing this, 
Charier attempted to depart from the island last Satur¬ 
day, and both the steamship line and the agent for Pan 
American Airways were prepared to issue him passage 
in view of the fact that he had in his passport a 
valid visa for the United states. I have told the 
Commander of the Gendarmerie that, if he will bring 
me the passports of these two men, I shall cancel the 
American visas therein because, from information which 
I have obtained from their own mouths, I am sure they 
are not bona fide non-immigrants. 


I am informed that the section 3(b) visa held by 
Mr. Charier was issued in Rio de Janeiro and, therefore, 
it will be appreciated if the oonsular officer who 
granted this visa: would inform me under what circum¬ 
stances it was gi van and what excuse Charier gave for 
visiting the United States. This information may be 
helpful in our investigation of the men here inMartinique

Aldebert and Charlier, I have to report that it is also 
th®~opinion of the local British Consul that there is 
something peculiar about these two men. They applied to 
him for visas for Trinidad during which time he talked 
with them. 

These men, who claim to be advance men for a group 
Coming to film a movie, now plan to sail for Trinidad 
next Saturday aboard the French steamer DUC D'AUMAIE and 
to go to Venezuela and Colombia after about three days 
in Trinidad. They seem to have some special business in 
Colombia. It seems strange to me that they do not await 
the arrival of at least a part of the movie group they 
are supposed to represent. The local agent for the Ford 
Motor Co. told me that these men liad approached him. with 
the story that they had a lot of capital in Panama which 
could be used to purchase Ford cars, ill case he would be 
interested. I think Ford has an assembly plant in Panama! 
They did not tell the Ford Agent they were movie men. 

I am endeavoring to ascertain from Washington if 
Warren and Ptacrk really are F.B.I. agents in Los Angeles 
and, if so, their street address.

h general idea of the subject individuals may be If 
gatnored from the copies of my letters of June 13 and if 
17 addressed to the American .jnbassauor at Rio de 
•Janeiro and, therefore, I shall only include In this if 
despatch information which I gathered after ’.writing ?/ 
these letters. / 

In the first plaoe, it was discovered that both 
men obtained section 3(2) visas in London to visit the 
United .states. I do not know wiiat excuse they gave the 
Consular section of the embassy at tho time they made 
application for these visas, however, it must have been 
obvious that they were not bona fide non-irainigrants and 
thl3 was proven by the fact tiiat Charier, who was also 
known by tho nora-de-plume of Fierro Dumont, organised 
the Dumont Productions, Inc. of which he it, president. 
This is confirmed by the office of the Tax Commissioner 
in Los <uigele3. Furthermore, both Charier and aldebert 
stated in my office that, although they would be travel¬ 
ling a great deal, they planned to make tiieir home in 
Hollywood, ,-econdiy, the G-Vernor of . .artinique ascer¬ 
tained from his friend, the French Consul in ^os .digoles, 
that these two men had asked permission to go to Marti¬ 
nique saying that they were shipping agents, however, 
upon arrival here they gave out the stories that tiiey 
were going to make a motion picture based on a story of 
.Martinique and that 23 persons, including actors and 
technicians, would arrive in five or six'' wee to do t A# 
work. They also said that they were going on to Bogota 
to arrange for a picture there, axid might even go to 
Chungking. With this story, t ey completely took-in 
the Director of the French Information service who made 
an announcement over Radio ...artixiique concerning the 
proposed film. At the same tine that tiiey posed as 
motion picture producers, tiiey approached tho local 
Ford agent with a suggestion that they could procure 
automobiles for him in Panama, and likewise approached 
the General Motors ^ugent stating tint they oould obtain 
for him some CMC trucks! Charier told others that he had 
a large company in London, but the French Consul Gonerol 
In London reports that he does xiot mnow him, iior la he 
registered with the Board of Trade or Chamber of Coxanerce. 

I had discussed these two men with the Governor, who 
was equally suspicious, and at the sane time hr. Charier 
called at tho Consulate to complain that he could not 
get the exit permit to go to Bogota. Charier told me 
that the Government wanted proof that he actually liad a 
motion picture business and that the 23 people wore 
actually coming. I told him that he would have to admit 
that it appeured strange that he was not awaiting the 
arrival of the troupe, but he explaixied that this vms 
because they must hurry on to do business elsewhere. In

the meantime, the Governor sent a telegram to Paris to 
tnalce inquiry, and yesterday ,.e received a notice that 
Charier was wanted in Paris for jiaasing baa cnecks in 
1946. /x b he was in London, lie was indicted, tried, and 
sentenced in absentia. The Governor informed me last 
nignt that no was going to put these two men under 
arrest and return theta to Paris by the first s^dp. He 
considers them foolian to have returned to renoh terri¬ 
tory under the circumstances, ana believes that they 
must nave had in mind some very lucrative black market 
operations in order to take the risk. 

It will be appreciated if the department will 
advise tne U.J, Immigration service concerning these two 
men, and all other interested aganoios.
